Claims 13, 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 13, line 3, "a said" should be changed to -- said — ; line 5, "th at" should be 
changed to -- that — . 

In claim 17, line 2, "the or each transport layer" has no clear antecedent since a multi- 
layer hierarchical transport structure does not guaranteed a plurality of transport layers. Same 
rejection also appHes to claim 19, line 2, claim 20, line 2. To overcome the rejection, the 
applicant should include the claim language such as ~ a communication network having a multi- 
layer hierarchical transport structure having a hierarchy of transport layers — before the 
introduction of the term of "the or each transport layer". 

2. Claims 1-12, 21-33 are allowed. 

3. Claims 13, 15-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
